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Beating-Engine. 








The features of the improvements em- 
bodied in the beating-engine, of which an il- 
lustration is given, are the special form and 
cross-section of the tub, the arrangement and 
construction of the back-fall and the position 
of the screen and the manner of washing the 
stock while being operated upon in the engine. 

The essential object of this invention is to 
effect a change in the course of the material 
in the engine automatically and obliquely to 
the longitudinal axis of the engine during 
each complete passage thereof around the tub, 
and thereby thoroughly mix the stock. Thus 
the particles which are nearest the mid-fellow 
in one passage about the tub, and which there- 
fore travel the fastest, are directed and 
changed obliquely across the engine prior to 
their passage about the roll, and hence they 
will emerge and are located near the side. 
Such stock will consequently travel the slow- 
est during the next passage around the tub, 
since it remains contiguous to the retaining- 
walls of the latter. 

This mixing and stirring of the material 
within the tub is effected primarily by the 
shape of the tub in cross-section, the width of 
which is equal to the active face of the roll, or 
thereabout, the latter located in one end of 
the tub. Thus to effect the desired change in 
the path of movement of the stock the propor- 
tions of the tub are altered, and in cross-sec- 
tion the two passages formed in the tab by the 
mid-fellow are about twice as deep as they are 
wide. 

Again, the stock is permitted to fill the en- 
tire width of .the engine just prior to its en- 
trance beneath the roll, and also immediately 
after leaving the same ; hence the mid-fellow 
terminates a short distance before reaching the 
roll, and the stock, as it approaches the latter, 
as before premised, is permitted to spread out 
and fill the entire width of the engine. In 
other words, in its course about the mid-fellow 
the stock as a body may be said to have a 
vertical position, or of greater height than 
width, though traveling horizontally, until the 
termination of the mid-fellow allows it to 
spread out and assume a horizontal position. 
The mass of stock is then of greater width than 
height. The movement or path of travel of 
the stock can be most aptly compared to the 
direction and course taken by a cross-belt in 
traveling between two pulleys, one horizontally 
and the other vertically disposed. 

After the passage of the stock between the 
roll and the bed-plate the particles composing 
it are directed upon and over the back-fall, 
which here extends entirely across the engine 
and in front of the roll, but contracts as it ex- 
tends away from the latter, until it unites with 
the mid-fellow, whence it is continued down- 
ward between the latter and the side of the 
engine to the bottom of the tub. This con- 
traction of one-half its width again restores 
the mass of stock to a general vertical posi- 
tion, and the latter is so maintained until just 
prior to its return passage beneath the roll. 
Thus it will be evident that the fibres compos- 
ing the material in process of being pulped 
cannot travel in continuous concentric paths 
of movement, but are changed and forced ob- 
liquely of the engine, whereby a thorough 
mixing of the stock is automatically effected 
by the spiral motion imparted to it both before 
and after leaving the roll. 

The drawings represent in Figure 1 a plan, 
and in Fig. 2a sectional elevation, of the en- 
gine. In Fig. 1 the cap or cover is removed 
from the roll. Fig. 3 isa cross-section of the 
engine-tub on line x « of Fig. 1, looking in 
direction of arrow 1, while Fig. 4 is a similar 
section on line y y in direction of arrow 2. 

A represents an engine-tub composed of the 
bottom B, side C C’, and semi-circular ends 
D D’, the tub being longitudinally provided 
with a mid-fellow, E, which does not extend 
close to the face of the roll F, the latter being 
located in the extreme end of the tub and 
mounted upon and driven by the shaft G. 

From the cross-sections of the engine shown 
in Figs. 3 and 4 it will be seen that the pro- 
portions of the passages in the tub are mate- 
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rially altered from those hitherto employed in 
machines of this class, and are of greater 
height than width. Thus the material as a 
body is vertically disposed, but travels in gen- 
eral horizontal paths of movement. This 
vertical position is maintained the entire length 
of the mid-fellow, upon each side of it, or 
from the point of juncture of the back-fall with 
the bottom B to where the mid-fellow termi- 
nates in front of the roll. The tub is divided 
by the mid-fellow E into a U-shaped channel 
formed by the passages a a’, termed the ‘* sup- 
ply” and ‘‘ discharge,” respectively. 

In the arrangement shown it is evident that 
the two currents of stock approaching and 
leaving the roll must be kept separate and dis- 
tinct, and that to obtain the full benefit of the 
active surface of the roll the stock must be 
spread out before passing between it and the 
bed-plate S on the under side of the roll, while 
upon the top side of the latter, or when the 
material emerges and leaves it, an opposite 
converging effect must be produced to return 
the stock to its confined dis- 
charge passage a, To effect 
this object the back-fall, H, is 
disposed in front of the roll, 
sloping away from the latter 
and tightly fitting the passage 
a’, This back-fall extends en- 
tirely across the tub by means 
of the triangular piece 4, the 
upper edge of which is in close 
proximity to the periphery of 
the roll (Fig. 2); but this back- 
fall only partially prevents the 
flow of stock leaving the beat- 
ing-roll from entering the sup- 
ply-passage a and opposing the 
flow of stock toward that roll. 
A partition, ¢, or deflector-plate 
is therefore angularly disposed 
with respect to the longitudinal 
axis of the roll, and obliquely 
situated as to the bottom of the 
tub, while the upper edge is flush 
with the top sides of the latter 
and the mid-fellow. Thus the 
position of this deflector-plate ¢ 
servestwo purposes. Located 
at the termination of the pas- 
sage a, and sloping obliquely 
toward the bottom of the roll, 
when the stock approaches 
and impinges against the under side of the 
plate, the material is deflected, crowded down- 
ward, and given a spiral movement, whence 
it rapidly passes into the chamber d, extending 
beneath the back-fall H, this chamber, as be- 
fore stated, being of the full width of the en- 
gine. Thus, stock close to the mid-fellow, 
when entering the chamber d, is crowded to- 
ward and spreads to the back side C’, passes 
under the roll and emerges, and continues its 
course near the side of the tub C’, where its 
motion is now very slow. 


The second purpose effected by the de- 
flector-plate ¢ is in converging and directing 
the material as it passes from the roll down- 
ward and compelling it to enter the discharge- 
passage a’, gradually changing the general 
position of the mass from a horizontal plane 
or a body of greater width and height while 
passing around the roll to a vertical plane, or 
a mass of greater height than width during its 
passage around and about the mid-fellow. 
Thus the stock by this arrangement is thor- 
oughly mixed and its circulation changed at 
each successive complete passage about the 
tub, and it is apparently impossible for any 
fibre or lock of fibres to maintain the same 
path of travel during two successive pas- 


sages. 


In connection with the engine there is a 
washer located in a convenient place beneath 
the back-fall. This washer consists of a reti- 
culated plate or screen of fine wire, ¢, angu- 
larly but vertically disposed within the tub, as 
shown in Fig. 1. This screen is arranged to 
extend behind the mid-fellow, and is thereby 
protected from the rush of stock about the end 
of the mid-fellow, which might tend to injure 
or destroy it. The water-supply enters at, /, 
while the discharge is shown at g, the valve 4 
admitting and the valve / discharging more or 
less water to suit the requirements, either to 
wash out and remove the superfluous chemi- 
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cals or to render the contents of the engine dition to fibre, fine or beat into paper pulp, or

found very convenient, if not necessary, to 
cleanse the chamber d, in which case the valve 
i is closed, while the intermediary valve, 7, is 
open. Thus water is free to flow into the en- 
gine by the pipe 4 through the screen ¢, and 
thoroughly remove any fine pulp which may 
remain in or about the roll and bed -plate. 

The operation of this engine is as follows : 
The roll being properly adjusted with respect 
to the bed-plate, water is admitted and the 
requisite amount of fibrous material or ‘half 
stock ” 
vanced by the suction caused by the roll to- 
ward the latter, and as it strikes the deflector- 
plate ¢ it is crowded downward and then sud- 
denly allowed to spread out the entire@width 
of the engine and enter in a horizontal position 
between the bed-plate and roll at all points. 
Thus the entire face of the roll is active. The 


stock is carried up and partially about the

roll, and is discharged therefrom upon that 
part of the back-fall contiguous to the knives 
of the roll, and which here extends the entire 
width of the tub. Upon delivery on this back- 
fall the stock is directed and impelled by the 
back.fall and upper surface of the deflector- 
plate ¢ toward and into the passage a’, where 
the general position assumed by the mass of 
fibre is vertical or of greater height than 
width. While passing about the roll, and just 
before entering and after leaving the latter, 
the mass of pulp is of greater width than 
height. Thus a spiral motion or turn is im- 
parted to the stock, and so effects a thorough 
commingling of and change in position of the 
particles composing it.

Paper Pulp from the Tobacco- 
Plant. 





One of the recent patents is for a pro- 
cess of manufacturing paper pulp from the 
tobacco-plant as a means of utilizing the waste 
product of tobacco factories, as it comes from 
the hands of the manufacturers. The tobacco 
is preferably cut into quarter-inch lengths and 
reduced by a crushing or breaking machine. 
It is then put into the beating-engine. For 

fine paper the tobacco is worked in the engine 
with bicarbonate of soda and water at a tem- 
perature not exceeding 170° Fahr., and sub- 
jected to repeated washings with fresh solu- 
tions.. If the charge of tobacco is designed 
to make white pulp this treatment should be 
continued until the tobacco ceases to yield 
any coloring ; but when the pulp is intended 
for colored paper the extraction need not be 
so complete, thus saving time and expense. 
The quality of the paper pulp required will 
readily indicate to a paper maker when to dis- 
continue the process. 

At this stage the tobacco is in the best con-

| ously bleaching the tobacco while the stock 


is in its natural condition or while it is in a 
whole, cut or shredded state may be used ; 
but successive operations are preferred, as 


| producing the most desirable results, espe- 


cially if white pulp is the object, and if the 
means, men and appliances in common use in 
paper mills are to be employed. It should be 
here noted that non-corrosive utensils should 
be used where requisite. Vapor or steam as 
an extracting vehicle or bleacher in connec- 
tion with the whole or part of the process 
may be employed ; but the process described 
is preferred on account of its being less ex- 
pensive and not so dangerous as the steam or 
vapor process, and as it does not require so 
highly-skilled labor or intricate apparatus. 

The leached tobacco is then placed in the 
rag-engine gnd bleach and water 
are added in about the same 
proportions as is customary for 
bleaching a like weight of rag 
stock, and the stock is then 
worked or beaten until the to- 
bacco is of the desired color and 
fineness required for paper-mill 
uses. Heat may be applied 
hereto advantageously, as it 
affords the requisite results in 
about one-third less time than 
that obtained by the use of 
cold liquid, 170° Fahr. being 
the ordinary limit. After the 
pulp has been brought to the 
desired color and fineness, it is 
washed and the liquid may be 
extracted by press, drain, cen- 
trifugal machine, diffusion, 
evaporation, or by running the 
pulp out on a board machine to 
bring the pulp toa marketable 
condition of stock in sheets of 
suitable thickness, or it may be 
ground to powder or thoroughly 
disintegrated. 

It is not necessary that the 
different steps or parts of the 
process should be continuous as 
to time and place to fit the to- 
bacco pulp for paper-mill uses, as it mczy, 
under certain circumstances, be desirable or 
more convenient and profitable to partly pre- 
pare the tobacco in one locality and transport 
it in an unfinished state elsewhere to com- 
plete the process. 

The following general rules for proceeding 
and working tobacco stock will be understood 
by all practical paper-mill men. For a 
‘charge ” of tobacco stock in any given ma- 
chine, follow the customary proportions used 
for working rag stock, add sufficient tobacco 
stock to the extracting vehicle, when a liquid 
is used, so that it will flow properly. When 
the tobacco pulp comes to the hands of the 
paper makers they may add to it any propor- 
tion of cotton, linen, or other paper-making 
fibre and treat and test the mass just as if the 
charge were all cotton or linen. It is claimed 
that certain grades of paper or cardboard may 
be made entirely from tobacco pulp. As dif- 
ferent crops of tobacco vary greatly in the 
amount of gums and soluble elements they 
contain, no exact time can be named for leach- 
ing or bleaching. 
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Felt-Cleaning Device. 





A device for washing and cleaning felts 
which has been brought out in England con- 
sists of a rotating roller of convenient dimen- 
sions, on the surface of which are formed 
spiral grooves or their equivalents, the roller 
being encased in a metal jacket perforated 
with suitable holes to allow of the passage of 
the water and dirt squeezed and washed out 
of the felt to the grooves, which form water 
channels to allow the water and dirt to pass 
away at the under side of the roller into a 
trough after they have been removed from the 
felts. These rollers are carried in bearings in 
the standards. 

In connection with this roller another plain 
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wood roller of suitable size, or one provided 
with a vulcanized india rubber or other elastic 
surface is employed; and so placed and ar- 
ranged as to work in conjunction 
former roller and squeeze the endless 
tween its surface and the perforated surface of 
the other roller, causing thereby the waterand _ 
dirt to pass through the openings into the — 
spiral grooves forming the vy.

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Tools for the Mil

There is “hardly a single class of repair 
work which requires so much skill and endur- 
ance on the mechanic’s part as paper-mill 
repairing. There is no other work which is 
so hard on man or tools. The general run of 
paper mills, 1 am sorry to say, are wofully 
deficient both in machinery and material for 
making repairs. Some mills are notable ex- 
ceptions to this assertion, however, and carry 
a fine iron and wood working plant; but I 
find nine of the first to one of the latter class. 

Even a forge or a drill press is lacking in 
some establishments running three machines, 
and such a want of tools makes repairs more 
costly, and harder to the millwright. 

Every paper mill in the country ought to 
possess at least a forge, a lathe, a circular- 
saw bench,a Daniels planer, a jig saw and a 
drill press. Many more tools may be added 
and will repay their cost a hundredfold in case 
of a breakdown, but it is hard to make “‘ the 
old man” believe it. 

A bill of $500 or $1,000 for repairs will pass 
the directors all right with only a little grum- 
bling, but let them chance upon an item of 
$185 tor a bolt-cutter, or $60 for a set of twist 
drills, and there is trouble and a lecture upon 
economy right upon the spot. 

Like railroad repair-shop men the paper 
millwright has to make for $10 what he could 
buy for $3, and the owners think that as long 
as the millwright is a necessary evil around 
the mill he might as well worry along by him- 
self, even though it costs four times as much 
as it would to buy outright, or as if he had 
the proper appliances for work. 

Even, for example, a proper rig for hand- 
ling the press and couch rolls is denied in 
most machine-rooms. The machine-tender is 
obliged to call all hands every time he wants 
to change a felt, or put on a jacket, and when 
a new wire is to be put on there is a pande- 
monium itself all through that unfortunate mill. 

There is no need of such unmechanical 
ways of doing often-recurring work. Yale 
trolleys and overhead riggings are cheap and 
plentiful ; yet woe to the unfortunate mill- 
wright who may dare to suggest such a thing 
to the ‘* powers that be.” All of the heavy 
lifting now done in machine rooms, and the 
calling of six to twelve men from their work, 
might be rendered unnecessary by a little well 
invested liberality on the part of mill owners 
or superintendents. 

There is no such thing, in one sense,as labor- 
saving machinery, for a man must work now 
as hard as he ever did, but we can put toolsin 
our mills whereby one man can do the work of 
ten, and save our dollars thereby.

To-day is the entering week leading to an 
active push for the fall business in the paper- 
trade circles. Saturday ended the early clos- 
ing in Chicago. The few hours given the 
boys on Saturdays for out-door sport and 
shopping have been carefully looked after by 
the various employers in the line and it is 
generally said to have won popular favor. 
The boys appreciate it and its benefits all 
around. Customers in the country realizing 
the general adoption of the rule in the city, 
took the precaution to look after their stock 
and place orders in time, so as not to conflict 
with the half-holiday. The one o'clock clos- 
ing has not by any means been confined to the 
paper trade. The dry-goods, grocery and 
butcher firms adopted and pushed it so that 
all branches of business more or less shared 
its advantages. Now that it has given the 
boys an opportunity for recuperation, they re- 
turn to their respective departments refreshed 
in mind and body, with eagerness for the trans- 
actions of business. Judging from the expres- 
sion of the various firms of its advantages, I 
have no hesitation in venturing the assertion 
that next year will find it more popular. 

Kaunise & Merrill, of Wichita, Kan., have 
given way to the Wichita Paper Company, 
with a capital of $10,000. The company is 
composed of G. M. Dickson, M. B. and W. 
S. Hinman; the latter two gentlemen were 
formerly of Hinman, Moody & Co., Beloit, 
Wis. The new company is favored with all of 
the assurances of success, having the field 
almost alone for cultivation.

Holyoke Notes.

Horyoxe, Mass., September 2, 1886. 

The local paper trade seems to be de- 
void of any new features this week, business 
being fair, a majority of the mills having 
orders enough on hand and coming in to keep 
finished goods from accumulating. A survey 
of the market shows that fine writings are hav- 
ing a fair movement, witha good prospect of 
doing better shortly. Book papers are hold- 
ing their own very well and some very good 
orders, mainly for future delivery, have re- 
cently been placed. There is some demand 
for news, and manillas are fairly active. The 
prices of these grades have undergone no 
special change and probably will not at present. 
The signs of a business revival are looked for 
before long and many of the sanguine ones 
predict a fall trade which will be very grati- 
fying. There certainly is room for considera- 
ble improvement, both in the amount of busi- 
ness and prices. Stock has undergone very 
little change since last week. Quotations are 
about the same and the number of sales has 
not materially increased. The stock of rags 
held by the mills is not very large and some 
buying will have to be done in case the ex- 
pected revival in business comes. 

The North American Mining Company has 
sixty men at work driving an artesian well for 
the Parsons Paper Company, from which 
much is expected. The men began work dur- 
ing the July shut-down and have pushed along 
continuously till the present time. They use 
an eight-inch drill to bore with and this is 
changed for another once in twelve hours as 
it becomes dull. The work has progressed at 
the rate of from five to twenty-five feet a day 
and the present depth is about one thousand 
feet. The cost is about $5 a foot, which will 
make the value of the well $5,000 or more. 

This well will be quite a saving to the com- 
pany as it will be enabled to do away with 
the filtering process now in vogue. The com- 
pany, has preserved specimens of the various 
rocks brought up by the drill. For the first 


75 to 500 feet the rock was light and dark | 


sandstone ; about 550 feet from the surtace a 
sort of black stone was found and the flow of 
water was ve:y abundant through this vein ; 
then,at the depth of goo feet, the rock was again 
light and dark, and the supply of water was 
decreased. There is now flowing from the 
well about an inch stream and the water is of 


very good quality. A good supply of pure 
water is of vast importance to a mill and much 
money has been expended in this city to secure 
such. 

O. H. Greenleaf, of the Holyoke Paper 
Company, has just returned from a very 
pleasant trip of ten weeks on the Continent. 
Mr. Greenleaf was accompanied by his family 
and the party journeyed through England and 
Scotland as far north as Inverness and south 
to Devonshire. Mr. Greenleaf had the pleas- 
ure of visiting Plys-uth and Torquay, where 
his ancestors lived. The party spent some 
time in Paris and returned on the Adriatic, 
having a very pleasant trip. The number of 
persons who visit Europe from this city is in- 
creasing every year and a trip across the 
water has now become a very common thing. 

Two thieves entered the School street home 
of W. E. White, an employee of the Massa- 
soit Paper Company, one day this week, and 
stole Mr. White’s gold watch, chain and 
charm, and several articles of clothing. 

The Hampshire Paper Mill, which has been 
shut down for several days on account of re- 
pairs, was started up again this week. 

The Buchanan & Bolt baseball nine, which 
went to Belleville, N. J., to *‘scoop” the De 
Witt nine, wish that they had not gone, for 
they were ingloriously defeated by the Jersey- 
men to the tune of £5 to 3.

The Committee on Health, before which 
the many hearings were held during the past 
few months relative to the disinfection of for- 
eign rags at this port, made its report to the 
Board of Aldermen on Monday of this week. 
The report is quite lengthy and full of inter- 
est and is furnished for publication for this 
week's issue of THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL. 

This report does not at once effect any 
change in the regulations of the Board of 
Health concerning its treatment of rags, for 
the report is only the findings of the commit- 
tee, and is submitted for action to the Board of 
Al en and Common Council, which bodies 
will aét upon the report at their next meeting. 

When it is considered that during these sev- 
eral hearings before the committee every pos- 
sible /i argument that could be biought to bear 
in favor of disinfection was presented ; that 
not only was the evidence of local health au- 
thorities put in to sustain the position of the 
Boston Board of Health, but that the stand 
taken was further supported by the medical 
supporters of Dr. Smith, of New York, it is 
certainly a great victory for the paper trade. 
And it is very pleasing to rag importers that 
such a unanimous report was made, and by a 
body of unbiased men, who listened patiently 
through the numerous long hearings from week 





to week to the great volume of evidence sub- | 


mitted. The gist of the report as made by 


this committee—made without one dissenting 


voice—is that the whole system of disinfect-

ing rags, as practised at this port by the Bos- 


ton Board of Health, is unnecessary. 

It is hoped that this vexed question of rag 
disinfection will be settled; now and for all 
time to come, not only at this port, but at New 


York as well, and that such regulations as may |

mony with the commercial needs of the rag- 
importing business. 

The result so far is very gratifying to Train, 
Smith & Co., who have during the past month 
given much time and labor to the matter, and 
have been untiring in their efforts to place the 
matter before the investigating committee in 
its just and proper light. And if they succeed 
in having the unjust restrictions against rags 
removed, as they hope to do, Train, Smith & 
Co. will have rendered a great service to the 
trade in general. To those of the trade who 
have given their support to the efforts of Train, 
Smith & Co. the result of the fight so far must 
be very encouraging. 

In view of the committee’s report, lasigi & 
Co, on Thursday last succeeded in getting an 
order from the Board of Health stopping the 
further treatment of those Smyrna rags which 
had arrived the week before on board of the 
bark Susanna, and which were being steamed 
by the Boston Disinfecting Company. Since 
the tenor of that report has been made public 
a further stay of proceedings has been granted 
and the rags are now at the dock awaiting the 
action of the Board ot Aldermen upon the 
committee’s report. The disinfecting com- 
pany had, however, been putting in some 
quick work and had succeeded in getting its 
steam-screw into some 600 bales before being 
ordered to suspend operations. 

The present movement in paper -trade 
circles is not noted for anything sensational. 
Favored ones in most lines of trade are not 
complaining, while the complaints of others 
are not very loud. 

In the chemical market a very good feeling 
seems to prevail. Bleaching powders are very 
firm in tone, good demand with small supply 
in store reported. Quotations on bleaching 
powders are given at 1.60c. for spot lots and 
1.574c. to 1.60c. to arrive. Soda ash is quiet 
but firm at 1c. to 13c.; supply in hand not 
large. Caustic soda is quoted at 2.47%4c. to 
2c. per pound of 60 per cent. Soda crys- 
tals are jobbing from wharf at .92%c. to .g5c.; 
to arrive, Ic. 

The receipts of chemicals for the week to 
date comprise 641 casks of bleaching powders, 
950 drums of caustic soda, 558 casks of soda 
ash and 630 barrels of soda crystals. 

The imports of paper stock for the same 
time show a total of 854 bales and coils, of 
which there were 56 bales of new rags, 242 
bales of old bagging, 130 bales and 128 coils 
of old rope. 

Of miscelianeous imports the receipts include 
too casks of china clay, 10 casks of Venetian 
red, 80 bales of wood pulp, too bags and 77 
bales of hide cuttings.

THE conclusions of the Boston Com- 
mittee on Health, as embodied in its re- 
port to the Board of Aldermen of that 
city, will be found in another column. 
The investigations of this committee have 
been protracted, and the time taken to 
formulate its opinions indicates that no 
little care has been taken in arriving at 
just conclusions. The committee has 
found that the inexorable law which con- 
signs all importations of rags at Boston 
to the control of the disinfecting com- 
pany has been of marked effect in caus- 
ing injury to the business interests of 
Boston and the State of Massachusetts, 
without any compensating advantage. 


But the conclusions and recommenda- 
tions of the committee do not appear to 
be based on the considerations above 
stated. It is pointed out that the process 
used for disinfection did not accomplish 


the purpose for which it was intended. It | 


is not claimed that this process is defect- 
ive but rather that the work was inefficient- 
ly performed, and to that extent practically 
useless, while injuriously affecting the 
stock. This committee thinks—and we 
agree with it—that disinfection can 
be more cheaply performed and that 
when done it should be under official 
supervision. A further conclusion is 
that in most instances the disinfection 
of imported rags is unnecessary. This 
is what paper manufacturers and paper- 
stock dealers have claimed all along, 
it has been sufficiently demon- 
strated by the evidence of practical 
paper makers given in answer to inquiries 
directed to them by the publisher of THE 
JOURNAL. The committee adds corrobo- 
rative testimony on this point, and can- 
not be said to be moved by motives of 
personal interest in presenting it. 
REVIEWING the report of this commit- 
tee further, we find that the committee 
recommends a rational and prudent exer- 
cise of discretion in the treatment of im- 
ported rags, that the disinfection of rags 
from non-infected ports shall not be re- 
quired, but that it shall only be applied

Students in paper making are 
now to be instructed in the*art of testing 
paper. In other words, the scholars of the 
Charlottenburg Technological Institute are to 
be taught how, with a view to preparing them 


| for positions as apprentices or amateur paper 


makers. 


This is done because it is found to be 
very difficult for a student fresh from school to 
get a position in a paper-mill, unless he has

ing become thus educated—in ‘ assaying” 
paper—positions can be readily found. The 
principle is not bad. 


An English paper says that a patent has 
been granted in Austria-Hungary for the pro- 
duction of a vegetable size without the use of 
heat. ‘‘ Twenty-two pounds of starch are 
macerated for few hours in sixty quarts of 
cold water, and then a solution of seven 
pounds of caustic soda in twenty quarts is 
added. The soda frees the adhesive material 
in the starch grains without injuring it. To 
neutralize the alkali about two pounds of sul- 
phuric acid, previously mixed with twenty 
quarts of water, will be required.”

A company has been formed in Eng- 
land for making paper from peat. I wonder 
if it is likely to peter out. 


This company is to have a capital of 
$50,000. The following is a description of 
how the fibre is to be got at: 


The turf, or top surface of the peat, is 
removed—and, by the way, the top surface 
itself can be and is utilized for litter—and 
then the fibrous peat is taken up with an or- 
dinary peat spade. In strips or blocks, twelve 
by three inches, it is placed on trays, so 
formed that a current of air passes through 
them, and carried to racks where, on the 
trays, it is left for partial drying. Z 


After being partially deied on the tilays, 
the peat is put through a machine which, 
oughly separates the fibre, and is turned Out a 
material which, its producers claim, ha$ no 
equal as a litter. The peat passes around,a 
teethed drum, and at an incredible speed is 
separated exactly in the same way as a man 
would separate oakum. 


The machine can turn out three tons an 
hour, and steam for the engine which drives it 
can be raised from cold water to fifty pound 
pressure in ten minutes with peat fuel. This 
prepares the fibre for its final drying on tke 
floors of the mill or manufactory, where, hav- 
ing lain a certain time, it is put into sacks and 
is ready for the market.

In the old beaters you had to 
stir the stuff with a paddle, as after leaving 
the roll it did not travel evenly, and some- 
times you would see the stuff on the outside 
two feet behind that nearer the centre, 
and not moving so fast. Then it 
would accumulate at the sides of the roll, 
and neither the beating nor washing was 
evenly done. I saw the picture of the 
Umpherston engine in THE PAPER TRADE 
JourNAL, then saw a model of it, and my 
partner, who has seen it in operation, thinks 
that it will do good work. I think that the 
new engines were to be started to-day and 
we will soon know the actual results from our 
own experience. So you see THE PAPER

SYLVESTER S. May. 

Sylvester S. May, of E. & S. May, paper 
manufacturers, Lee, Mass., died at that place 
August 31. He had been in poor health for 
several months, and towegrd the last his sick- 
ness was attended with great suffering. He 
was born in 1813, and went to Lee in 1834 as 
foreman of the Columbia Mill, then owned 
by W. W. & C. Laflin. In partnership with 
Jared Ingersoll he built a small paper mill 
just above the junction of the Greenwater and 
Goose Pond streams. This mill, however, 
was burned soon after, and E. S. May came 
from Granby, Mass., where he had been en- 
gaged in woolen manufacture, and purchased 
Mr. Ingersoll’s interest. The mill was rebuilt 
and the Goose Pond dam raised so that it fur- 
nished power the year around, a thing quite 
rare in those days of primitive reservoirs. 
The middle mill was built in 1845, and in 1848 
they set up the first Fourdrinier machine ever 
used in Berkshire County They built another 
mill in 1853, and the following year the firm 
was changed to May & Rogers. This part- 
nership continued till 1877, and since that 
time E. & S. May have continued to operate 
the two lower mills. The funeral took 
place on Thursday. Three children survive 
the deceased, S. S. May, Jr., who is in the 
paper warehouse of Henry Lindenmeyr; H. 
B. May and Nancie B. May, who reside at 
Lee. Mr. May was the uncle of H, C, Hul- 
bert, of H. C. Hulbert & Co, He was well 
known to the paper trade, and his death has 
caused the expression of many regrets.

The Lima Paper Mills, Lima, Ohio, have 
heretofore been troubled every summer for a 
sufficient supply of water. They have re- 
cently drilled an artesian well, and at a depth 
of 140 feet struck an underground stream of 
pure cold water, which rises to the surface. 
The well is fifteen inches in diameter to a 
depth of forty feet and from there it is eight 
inches. By the use of a centrifugal pump the 
mill is now supplied with an unlimited amount 
of the best water. The Lima Paper Mills a 
little more than a year ago drilled a well in 
the hope of obtaining gas for fuel, but struck 
at the depth of 127 feet a splendid oil well, 
which. has ever since given them a daily out- 
put of fifteen to twenty barrels, and the find- 
ing of oil in this first well has now opened 
one of the largest oil fields yet discovered.

The Disinfection Question at 
Boston. 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON HEALTH, 


The Boston Committee on Health 
made a report on Monday last to the Board of 
Aldermen, on the petition of S. D. Warren e¢ 
a/., for the modification of the regulations of 
the Board of Health in relation to the impor- 
tation of rags. After reviewing the evidence 
the committee expresses the following opinion 
on the regulation of the Board of Health which 
requires importers to pay $5 per ton : 

This charge amounts to a very important percentage 
on the value of old rags. Train, Smith & Co., formerly 
the largest importers of rags to this port, have paid for 
disinfection by this steam process, with incidental ex- 
penses, from March, 1885, to February, 1886, inclusive, 
the sum of ten thousand six hundred and seventy-five 
dollars and eleven cents ($10,675.11). It appears that, 
in consequence of the requirements here, the latter firm 
have now transferred all their importations to the port 
of New York. We find that Boston is the only port in 
the United States, so far asappears, where such a regu- 
lation as that of June 1, 1885, exists; that at the port of 
New York rags certified by United States inspectors to 
have been properly disinfected abroad by other and 
cheaper processes, now in operation in many foreign 
countries, are admitted without further process of disin- 
fection at that port ; and that while the Boston regula- 
tions have been in force old rags have been and are being 
admitted at ocher ports of the United States on certifi- 
cates of origin without any disinfection abroad or here. 
We find that the result has been to drive away from 
this port a very large part of its normal commerce in 
old rags, and to materially decrease the sailings of 
ocean steamers to the port, and that this commerce has 
n times past been a very important and valuable part 
of the commerce of the port of Boston. We find that 
the carrying lines of ocean steamers doing business at 
this port have suffered largely in consequence ; that 
the Massachusetts railroads which carry to the large 
paper-making towns of the interior of the State have 
been injured in their business; and that Boston im- 
porters have been forced, to their injury and annoy- 
ance, to transact their business at other ports because 
they could not afford to pay the charges for disinfection 
imposed here, and that the quarantine regulation in 
question has in general worked adversely to the com- 
mercial interests of Boston. The course under this 
regulation has been to allow all cargoes of rags to 
come up to the city and be discharged at the Hoosac 
Tunnel docks in Charlestown without any disinfection 
of the rags at quarantine. At these docks the rags are 
handled by numerous stevedores, 'longshoremen and 
laborers before they reach the disinfecting company's 
hands, a course which would not be free from danger if 
the rags were dangerous. 

Further, that during the greater part of the time 
there appears to have been no supervision of the pro- 
cess by the Board of Health ; that not till July 17, 1885, 
was an officer for this purpose appointed by them ; that 
he was discharged December 29, 1885 ; that from that 
until the beginning of these hearings the practice of the 
board appears te have been for a member of the board 
to approve certificates of a disinfection they never saw,

accepted at the port of New York as a sufficient guar- 
anty of disinfection. It seems unnecessary to discuss 
the causes of an agitation about foreign rags which has 
gone on for the last two years. We have taken a great 
deal of evidence on this point, both from paper makers, 
sanitarians and gentlemen engaged in commerce, and 
are fully convinced that the facts with regard to for- 
eign rags do not warrant the statements that appear to 
have been largely circulated about them, nor the ap- 
prehension that has been aroused in consequence. 

Massachusetts is the foremost paper-making State in 
the country, and uses one-third of the rags used in the 
whole country ; and we think the evidence we have be- 
fore us of Massachusetts men is the very best that can 
be had. The importation of foreign rags dates back 
at least to 1832, and immense quantities have been 
brought into the State sipce that time, the consumption 
of foreign rags being in the neighborhood of 40 per 
cent. of the total consumption. For the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1884, the Treasury statistics show an 
importation of 84,000 tons, valued at $4,027,267, and 
yet, notwithstanding the fact that prior to December 
a2, 1884, no general disinfection of rags has ever been 
required, there is no evidence that cholera has ever 
been introduced into this country by them, or ever | 
been carried by domestic rags when cholera was preva- 
lent in this country, as it was during the several epi- 
demics of 1832, 1849, 1854, :866, 1873, which all reached 
this country. The State of Massachusetts, it appears. 
escaped the epidemic of 1873 altogether, though the 
consumption of rags in the State must have been very | 
large at that time. It further appears that very large 
quantities of rags from India, which is recognized as 
the home of cholera, and from which all epidemics | 
start, have been for a long period imported and used in 
American mills without other disinfection than by the 
natural disinfection of time and exposure attendant 
upon their collection, packing and long transit to this 
country. 

We find that the only contagious disease at the paper 
mills which has been traced to rags is small-pox, and 
that only rarely, and that in all cases cited the disease 
has been traced to rags collected in this country—to 
domestic rags coming from our large cities, like New 
York and Philadelphia. The testimony of the paper 
manufacturers on this point is fully supported by those 
sanitarians who have investigated the matter, notably 
by Dr. Henry P. Walcott, who investigated the matter 
in 1882. 

In view of this fact, if any disinfection of rags is de- 
sirable, domestic rags should be the chief object of | 
solicitude, but, so far as appears, no attempt has ever | 
been made by the city or State health authorities to 
disinfect them, though domestic rags furnish about 60 
per cent. of the total consumption of rags for paper 
making. Some paper mills using domestic rags in a 
long experience seem to have been wholly exempt from 
this disease, and the testimony of the sanitary experts | 
seems borne out by the sanitary history of the State that | 
vaccination can and has controlled this disease, and that | 
the enforcement of the statutes of the State in regard 
to it is to be relied on in preference to any quaranyjee 
measures. On all the evidence, we believe that thesity |

The full text of their recommendations is as fellows:

We understand these gentlemen to have confined 
their recommendations to cholera-infected ports and 
countries, believing that as to other diseases no disin- | 
fection of rags was necessary at the port of entry. As | 
to the third recommendation, the prohibition of rags | 
from ports and countries where an epidemic of cholera 
is raging, we believe that such a prohibition fairly en- 
forced, with due notice to the countries from which 
importations were prohibited, would meet with no 
opposition from importers. The legal power of the 
city to deal with commerce in this way may be doubted,
